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KPFA's  STAFF  has  recently  completed  an  analysis  of  its  first  five  months  on  the  air, 
from  April  15th  to  September  15th.  Several  interesting  facts  about  participants  in  pro- 
grams and  area  response  were  revealed  in  this  analysis. 

More  than  forty  percent  of  the  programs  were  "live"  and  on  many  days  more  than 
half  the  programs  were  broadcast  by  people  in  the  KPFA  studios  at  the  time.  A  total 
of  529  different  participants  appeared  in  KPFA's  programs:  183  in  Public  Affairs,  170 
in  Music,  108  in  Children's  programs,  31  in  Drama,  and  the  balance  in  special  broad- 
casts. Despite  the  fact  that  this  is  unprecedented  in  the  area's  radio  industry,  it  still 
represents  a  miniature  of  the  radio  station  which  is  expected  to  develop  after  KPFA's 
Interim  operating  period. 

During  the  first  months  of  broadcasting  there  were  many  hundreds  of  letters,  tele- 
phone calls  and  curious  visits  from  the  station's  listeners.  The  constant  volume  of  direct 
contact  with  the  audience  initiated  by  the  listeners  was  perhaps  the  most  unanticipated 
of  the  staff's  experiences.  The  staff  began  broadcasting  with  confidence  that  a  genuinely 
different  radio  format  would  in  due  time  gain  wide  attention;  but  it  also  expected  to  go 
through  a  long  period  of  relatively  obscure  activity  before  area  response  could  be  ascer- 
tained. 

The  letters  from  listeners  reveal  that  it  is  the  station's  general  aims  and  program- 
ing which  arouse  the  most  response,  rather  than  specific  programs: 

53%  of  all  correspondence  was  in  general  praise  of  the  station  and  its 
policies; 

of  this  amount  63%  dealt  with  the  program  policy,  while  37%  dealt 
with  the  non-commercial  financial  policies  of  the  station,  the  absence 
of  advertising,  and  the  merits  of  the  listener-subscription  plan. 
47%  consisted  of  comments  on  specific  programs.

Lawrence  Berger  is  one  of  KPFA's  com- 
mentators, appearing  on  alternate  Fridays 
at  7:45  pm.  Mr.  Berger's  commentary  on  Far 
Eastern  Affairs  is  a  natural  consequence  of 
his  academic  background  and  travels.  In  1933, 
he  received  his  M.A.  degree  in  International 
Relations  at  the  University  of  California, 
after  completing  his  thesis  on  Manchuria. 
"In  order  to  see  what  he  had  been  writing 
about"  he  visited  the  Orient  in  1935. 

In  visiting  Japan  and  China  he  was  deeply 
impressed  by  the  divergence  between  the 
Western  and  Eastern  attitudes.  The  deep  un- 
dertone of  timelessness  and  acceptance  of  life 
appeared  to  constitute  the  chief  difference 
between  the  cultures.  Traveling  on  freighters 
(once  he  was  the  only  Caucasian  on  a  Japa- 
nese ship  for  67  days)  and  in  third  class  trans- 
portation, he  was  able  to  meet  and  communi- 
cate with  the  people  of  the  Orient.  In  addi- 
tion  he   talked   to   many   of   the   leaders  in 


China  and  Japan  about  the  conditions  in 
these  countries. 

This  experience  provided  the  incentive  to 
continue  his  studies  of  the  Far  East  and  to 
publish  articles  about  the  economic  and  po- 
litical conditions  there.  In  1937  he  returned 
to  the  Orient  and  then  continued  his  travels 
around  the  world,  visiting  Russia,  Siberia, 
Manchuria,  Jehol  and  Korea. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Berger's  commentary 
and  his  participation  in  the  Commentator's 
Panel  on  Sunday  evenings,  he  is  the  leader  of 
the  Great  Book's  discussion,  Tuesdays  at  8:00 
pm.  As  a  co-leader  of  the  discussion  group 
which  meets  at  the  Unitarian  Church  in 
Berkeley,  he  has  had  experience  in  the  tech- 
niques of  leading  these  panels. 

Also  active  in  the  field  of  education  and 
social  work,  Mr.  Berger  has  been  a  teacher, 
lecturer,  and  recreation  supervisor.  He  is  now 
employed  as  a  social  worker  in  the  Alameda 
and  Contra  Costa  County  departments.

The  greatest  incidence  of  comment  on  a 
single  program  series  concerned  the  Artists 
Concert,  Fridays  at  8  pm.  This  was  to  be  ex- 
pected since  the  weekly  broadcast  presents 
"live"  concerts  of  serious  music  by  local  pro- 
fessional musicians,  and  this  region  is  pecu- 
liarly rich  in  both  musical  talents  and  mu- 
sical interests.

In 
addition  several  national  publications  inter- 
viewed KPFA's  staff  in  connection  with  forth- 
coming articles. 

Civic  and  social  groups  asked  KPFA  repre- 
sentatives to  speak  to  their  members  about 
the  relationship  between  the  station  and  the 
community,  and  committees  are  being  formed 
to  assist  in  the  listener-subscription  plan.
